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-DRAINS AND THE PLAGUE. .

Mr. A. Romsauwn believes that plague is 
not 80 prevalent when there has been plenty 
of water to flush aud cleanse the drains, 
and, like our Canton correspondent, sees 
therein an instance of cause and effect.

that either of them has founded his 
belief on one season’s observations. It 
has always hitherto beeu understood that 
there was such connection between plague 
and drains—the presence of the one being 
notoriously prominent in the ubsence of the 
other. This sounds Hibernian, or like the 
schoolboy’s pins, which “saved thousands 
of lives—by people not swallowing ’em,” 
but the sense of it is sober enough. All 
the localities of the historical epidemics 
were stercoraceous. Egypt, Constantinople, 
Spain, the London of 1665, were unsavoury 
enough from the sanitary engineer's point 
of view. Tbe “Black Assizes” of 1577, 
the trouble of which, we are told, was 
“owing to the filthy state in which the 
prisoners were brought to trial,” should, 
strictly speaking, not be quoted as relevaut ; 
but it is significant that the long list of out- 
breaks should end early in the last century, 
co-temporaneously with the recognition of 
sanitation as an economic science. The 
books of Mosss are full of hygienic precepts, 
aud would no doubt have contained some 
hints on drainage, if Moses had then 
acquired the wisdom of a member of a 
modern Sanitary Board. Hippocrates 
eeems to have had conceptions of the ills to 
be avoided by means of a good water supply. 
During even n long spell of the disease it 
was noticed that it would disappear some- 
times altogether at certain seasons, and that 
usually in or just after the ramy season.

THE SHANGHAI-NANKING 
RAILWAY.

(Daily Press, 18th July.) 

The attention of our readers is particularly 
drawn to the advertisement on page 4 of 
this issue, announcing that the public are 
at last offered the opportunity of.subscrib- 
ing to the ShanghacNank ie Railway Loap 
of £3,250,000, £2,250,000 of which remain 
to be applied for. The Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank is offering £1,500,000 worth 
of sterling bonds at £97 10s., and to-morrow 
(Tuesday) is the last day for local applica- 
tious. We bad begun to wonder, in 
common with many others, whether 
the concessionaires were not after all goiug 
to allow this important concession to lapse, 
and fall into alien hands. Of the two thou- 
aund eight hundred miles of British railway 


that were announced, with so much eclat, 
by Mr. Batrour in the House of Commons 
in the month of February, 1899, not one 
mile, so far, has been made, except the 
Northern State Railway. The original 
time of expiry of the option is uow within 
fewer weeks than may be counted on the 
fingers of one hand, and there are other 
nations, for instance, Germany or Belgium, 
who would not hesitute a day to bid for 
such an opportunity, were we to let it slip, 
us we let slip the Peking-Hankow Railway. 
We do not believe that it is any want of 
euterprise in the British character, or any 
conspicuous tightness of capital for that 
matter, that has made us as a Nation appear 
|s0 phlegmatic in the matter of railway 
enterprise in China. The delay of the con. 
cexsionaires in making use of this valuable 
concession, valuable both commercially and 
| politically, is not to be explained on the 
' ground of timidity as to the promise of the 
‘enterprise; but simply, no doubt, to the 
| Micawszer habit of financiers of waiting on 
‘the chunca of « specially favourable state 
of the money market to turn’ up, The 
‘political advantages of this hardfy-won 
| concession could scarcely, of course, be 
| expected to take precedence in the thoughts 
of its holders; but so fur as we can see, the 
; omens which must primarily in fluence them 
' have wll along been favourable. ‘lhe ueces- 
sity and advantages of the Shanghai-Nan- 
king Railway have been recognised since 
the very early ‘seventies, when Sir Harry 
Parxes first mooted it. Six years ago, Sir 
Cuaupgs MacDonaup said officially that for

t 
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a railway in China there was no more pay- 
ing district than the one to be tapped by 
this very line, The terms of the concession, 
regarded as favourable at the time it was 
granted, are now viewed with even greater 
satisfaction. As to the engineering outlook, 
the short two hundred miles through which 
the line has to run are, as the saying is, “as 
flat as a pancake,” and the construction ought . 
to Le finished well within the four years 
allowed. There is perhaps no more pro. . 
gressive or civilised corner of China than this 
strip of densely inhabited Kiangsu. The line.

business of the ancient capital of China and 
the wealthy and enlightened merchants of 
The present needs of that great 
emporium of Shanghai would alone justity 
this scheme, and with the railway, there is 
no telling what mighty world-market the 
northern port may |become. With regard 
to the subscribers, ;the fortunate allotees 
will stand ina peculiarly favourable posi- 
tion. In addition jto the five per cent. 
interest, and surplus twenty per cent., they

That Russia having her hands full in 
Eastern Asia should try her best to keep on 
good terms with the European Powers is 
but natitral—so natural, indeed, that any 
other course might well excite our wonder- 
ment. “The Devil was ill, the Devil a 
‘saint would be. The Devil got well, the 
‘devil asaint was be.” That extraordinary 
section of the Press in England who are 
always on the look-out for mares’ ‘nests, 
think that they have discovered therdin an 
vpportuuity of coming to “an understand- 
“ing with Russia,” as if the “ co.:fillence 
“trick ’? werea thing so altogether neiv that 
Bouverie Street and its purlieus had never 
heard of it. ‘The British Government has 
announced that it has succeeded in jaking 
a convention with Russia with regard tu 
hunting fur seal in Behriny’s Sea. It was 
of course to the mutual ndvantage of both 
countries that this understanding, ' which 
was @ distinct advantage ‘to both nations, 
and did not imply the surrender of any 
sovereign rights by either, should be brought 
about. It bas been long envugh in conges- 
tion to have satisfied tue most d.lutory of 
diplowatists, and apparently has been only 
retarded by some Kussiau Foreign Office 
forthality ; so long indeed had it slept that 
people had practically forgotten all about 
it. The Russian Government has likewise 
ev. nced unwouted speed in concluding an 
arrangement of tariffs with (ermany ; here 
was another thing which, entirely through 
the crabbedness of Russia, has bedn drag.

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"WHY RUSSIA BREAKS FAITH.

The way to speak of Russian statesman- 
ship, with its all too conspi¢uous failures to

; contemptuous way. The references to 
‘Russia that a:e nowadays couched iu 
extenuatory terms are out| of the way, few 
and far between. It will therefore be 
refreshing in the extreme, to those who 
i aay happen to be thirsting to be charitable, 
- to discover in an essay by Dr. E. J. Ditton, 
|in the Contemporary Revjew for June, a 
ichapter that seems to supply an explana- 
: tion, if not excuse, for thb divagationa of 
Russia betwixt her promises and her per. 
formances. It seems, according to this 
well-informed publicist, to |\be a defect due 
to constitution, rather than to character.

ROBBING THE MAILS.

(Daily Press, 21st July.) 
Wherever two are three are gathered 


-together, there must Law be in the midst of 


them. It is one of the inventions born of 
rious humanity’s necessity. Its evolu- 
tion, from pbratry law and tribal law to 
national law, is patent. International law 
has been evolved, but not yet perfecter, 
from the world’s shrinkage, from the greater 
frequency of contact of nation with nation. 
It is designed to meet the imperative need 
referred to, the need for mutual concessiong, 
Whether it be nation and nation, or only 
man and wife, there has to be, if the wheels 
of life are to run with any smoothness, a 
good denl ot “give and take.” As we have 
said, international law has not yet attained 
itg evolutional acire. Ancient as it is in 
principle, it is as yet rawly new as to 
development. There are so few established 
precedents applicable to the fin de siecle 
problems coustantly cropping up; so many 
moot points with no final authority to settle 
them, that the definitions recorded are still 
regarded as more academic than legislative. 
Thus, when in the Red Sea Russia demon- 
strates her notion of the “give and take’’ 
ptinciple by giving great provocation and 
taking the mails from neutral vessels, men 
speak of international law, without quite 


_ knowing the locality of the international 


law courts. The question of the status of 
these ‘ volunteer” or privateer cruisers of 
hers, as well as that of their passage through 
the Dardanelles, must be settled between 
the Powers, Turkey, and the offending 
ation. It is gcverned by the Treaty of 
Berliu, and resol-es itself, apparently, more 
into a question of fact, It is the definition 
of contraband around which the knottiest 
problemis have been conpregating; and yet 
in"molesting the mail, Russia has not con- 
fined herself, it would appear, to searching 
for such cargo, nor to contentment when it 
did not huppen to be discovered. The car- 
riage of despatches is not closely analagous 
to the conveyance of contraband cargo, 
although in the text books the branch of 
international law dealing with it is some- 
times classified as, and entitled, “ Analogues 


Tsan ALEXANDER IL., and it was one. 
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of Contraband.” Neutral veasels are, of 
course, expected not to carry despatches 
vital to the conduct of the campaign ; and 
it is very little use pleading that the carrier 
waa not cognisant of the contenta of his 
mail bag. The stoppnge of despatches is so 
essential a’ factor in modern war that every 
latitude has been accorded to belligerents in 
this respect. The neutral carrier of letters 
carries out his task at his own peril, and his 
knowledge of the oature of his charge is 
constructively determined. That is to say, 
i his knowledge of the destination of the des- 
patches is considered to be knowledge of 
their nature, and of recognition 
of his own risk in taking them. 
Supposing the Nippon Yusen Kaisha con-

The question of 
destination, and source, agnin enters, to 
determine the presumption as to the nature 
of the correspondence. Russia’s right to 
examine any or all ships on the high seas 
cannot be disputed. It is the incontestable 
right of the lawfully commissioned cruisers 
of any warring Power; but the legality of 
these recent Russinn confiscations of neutral 
mail bags is seriously called in question. If 
the mails from Europe are to be counted as 
coutraband cargo, or as bellicose despatches, 
Russia might as well be permitted to .stop 
the mails between London and Canada, 
which, very likely, carry an occasional letter 
calculated to foster vro-Japanese sympathy 
in North America. Such a letter could be 
construed into a military os for there 
has been about as much fighting for sym- 
pathy in this war as there has beea for Port 
Arthur. In the China seas, and the Sea of 
Japan, there is much more ‘likelihood of a 
regnant despatch being found, but some- 
bee the Red Sea is regarded as healthier 
by Russian naval men. They ar be safer 
there, bunt the energy they are displaying 
over the mail hags can serve no useful pur- 
pose, and it is, moreover, even from the 
Russian point of view, ‘ had business.”

We hasten, here and — 
now, to dissociate ourselves from the few who 
have charged/the Russians, in thisconnestion, 
with malice propense ; but if the news, or 
rather the rumour, embodied in our Tientsin 
telegram yesterday morning prove to bea 
truth, it willigo far to eniphasies tha com- 
plaint that civilisation has against Russia 
on account of her criminal recklessness in 
sowing the seas:with such deadly destruc- 
tive obstacles. It is beside the question 
where these mines were originally deposited ; 
whether they, were planted in the high seas 
vutside the limits in which (we think with- 
out just rexspn) some of the commentators 
have agreed their bestowal was permissible ; 
or whether they have drifted thither con- 
trary to th@ intent and purpose of their 
artificers, That they were and are where 
they had uo business to be is a statement 
amply confirmed by the notifications of the 
Chinese Imperial Customs. It is a practice 
pregnant with danger at all times to non- 
combatants having business in the vicinity ; 
but conducted within understood limits, there 
does not eeem to be any opening ut present 
for effective protest. As the Russfans have 
been doing, it is murderous, but-it is not war, 
It is almost |as if one of the gladiators in 
the arena, enraged by his inability to cateh ' 
his opponent, were “ running amok” among 
the spectatdrs. The object of laying these 
mines, as understood in the beginning, was 
to do damage to the blockading ships, a 
proper enough design, so far as the laws of 
war go, and one at which no one, not even 
the Tepanens could cavil. Neutrale have 
been notified, as is required hy the practice 
of England|and the United States, that 
certain waters were unsafe for ndvigation ;

HONGKONG JOTTINGS. 


—_————_o_—_—_—_-_-_—- 
(Daly Press, 18th July.) 

The official correspondence laid on the table 
of the Legislative Council this week disclosed 
that the Canton officials who instigated or 
connived ata violation of Hongkong territory 
7 cone the murder of a man in Des 

ux more than a year ago, in order to 
secure monetary rewards, have been punished 
and the Viceroy has apologised to the Hong- 
kong Government. So far so good. But what 
is being done with regard to the more flagrant 
case of the murder of a Reformer in Gage 
Street, committed as far back as 1901? When 
one of the gang was arrested and tried in the 
Supreme Court in May of last year evidence 
was given to the effect that each member of 
the gang received from the Cantonese authori- 
ties. monetary rewards alleged to amount to 
$2,000 each, and buttons of the fifth rank. A 
military mandarin in command of the Guard at 
Canton organised the murder, and a captain of 
a Chinesé gunboat also took a leading part in 
the affair. Six men in all were concerned so 
that if the statements ‘made in the Supreme 
Court were true, a sum of at least $12,000 wes 
pid out of the Canton treasury for the murder. 

+ may not be an incorrect assumption that 
the amount was still larger, as the two leading 
.. Spirits doubtless required a bigger reward than 
their tools who carried the plot into effect. 
This is a case in which the Government ought 
not to be satisfied with a formal apology and 
the punishment of the officials concerned. The 
public awaits with interest some information as 
ta the demands made by the Government by way 
of reparation for eo outrageous a violation of 
our territory. The public, however, must be 
patient. It has taken more than a year to reach 
a settlement of the Des Voux Road affair, and 
Heaven only knows how long it will take to 
exact more onerous reparation which the 
circumstances in the other case call for. I do 
not imagine for one moment that the Govern- 
ment can have lost sight of this cage. 


It is highly satisfactory to learn that His 
Majesty the King has given his assent to the 
Ordinance passed by tlie Legislative Council 
in April last reserving to the European popula- 
tion the Peak district as a residential area. 
The measure is a timely onc. True, Chinese 
competition for Peak residences has not yet 
arisen, but when we look back over the last ten 
years or’so and note the intrusion of Chinese 
into the district which the Ordinances of 1888 
were supposed to reserve to the European 
community. we shall find ample justification 
for the inance which has now by Royal 
assent been proclaimed. But, if the Chinese 
have practically absorbed the district below. 
reserved for Europeans by the Ordinances of 

1888, what guarantee can there be that the 
“Peak district will not in time succumb to s 

similar fate? In conversation I have heard that 

question-put more than once. The answer is that 
the Ordinances of 1888 did not expreasly prohibit 

Chinese from occupying tenements in the re- 
’ servation area, but it was thought sufficient at 


the time to prohibit the building of Chinese 
fecuinsiita ta tigk district and Gs fara recau- 


tions against the overcrowding of non-Chinese 
tensments: The Ordinanoe reserving the Peak 


for Europeans makes it unlawful for any owner, 
lessee, tenatit-or other occupier of any land or 
building within. the Hill’ district to let the 


same for the purpose of residence by any but 
non-Chinese, or to permit any but nan: Cuinens 
to reside on or in such land or building. The 
Governor in Council has the power to exempt 
any Chinese from the operation of the Ordin- 
ance on such terms as he may think fit, but this 
seems to indicate that the framers of the ordin- 
ance had in mind tem residence only, 
and there is very little likelihood, I think, that 
the new ordinance will be suffered to become 
dead letter. - 

The question of compuls registration of 
Chinese partnerships, which recently crop- 
ped up again, has been a subject of much dis- 
cussion for many years . As far back as 
1874 it was raised by the Chinese themselves, 
the native community petitioning the Govern- 
ment to introduce legislation. An Ordinance 
was drafted, and althodgh it met with the 
approval of the Chinese community, the 
Government declined to submit it to the con- 
sideration of the Legislative Council. The 
Government doubted in the first whether 
the measure would achieve its object. It was 
found that the capitalists did not live in the 
Colony as a rule, and it was considered imprac- 
ticable to follow them or their property. The 
Government also took the view that it would be 
legislating for a few whose aim was virtuall 
the destruction of competition, as suc 
‘espionage’ would have the effect of checking 
those combinations amongst the Chinese resid- 
ing at Canton, Amoy and elsewhere which are 
calculated to stimulate and strengthen their 
trade at Hongkong; and finally the Government 
urged that any interference whatever with the 
freedom of trade would be at variance with the 
general policy ofthe Government. But the matter 
was in succeeding years again and again pressed 
upon the attention of the Gevernment by Chinese 
merchants and by the General Chamber of 
Commerce, with the result that a Committee of 
Inquiry was appointed in 1901. The Commit- 
tee unanimously decided (though for different 
reasons) that it would be inadvisable to introduce 
legislation whether penal or disabling. This was 
less than three years ago, and I am afraid Sir 
William Goodman's wishes are not likely to be 
soon gratified. Sir Thomas Jackson, whose 
opinion on such a question must great 
weight, told the Committee that it would be far 
better to leave things as they are. “ One would 
“rather know “he said,” what amount the firm is 
worth than know the names of the partners.” 
But seeing that there is and always has been a 
feeling among a not unimportant section of the 
Chinese community in favour of registration, 
would it not be a step in the right direction if 
the Chinese Chamber of Commerce were to 
encourage the advertising of partnerships ?

In his opening statement he said that the 
robbery and assault took place about eleven 
o'clock in the forenoon in a house on the top 
floor of No. 71, Station Street, occupied by the 
woman and her daughter. While they were in 
the house they heard someone knocking at the 
door. The woman opened the door, whereupon 
the three prisoners came in, saying first of all 
that they were plumbers and had come to sto 
& leak. When they got inside the men seiz 
the woman, struck her, bound and gagged her, 
and also bound the daughter. The robbers 
then ransacked the house and went off with a 
lot of jewellery and some money, leaving the 
woman and her daughter lying on the floor. 
The question for the jury would be whether the 
prisoners were-the three men who committed this 
crime. Leung San Lin swore positively to the 
first man. She identified him, and she was cor- 
roborated by a carpenter who was working on the 
first floor and saw him leaving the house about half- 
past eleven o'clock, and there was the corrobora- 
tive evidence in addition of his being found in 
possession of some of the jewellery which the wo- 
man declared to have been stolen. The woman 
also identified the second man now, but at first 
she was not certain. The carpenter and another 
man saw him in company with No. 1 prisoner 
that morning. No, 3 prisoner the woman iden- 
tified, and the workmen saw him leaving the 
house. 

Leung San Lin in her evidence stated that when 
the robbers cameinthey seized and bound her, put 
a gag in her mouth, and struck her with a piece 


of firewood, and tied a piece of rope round her- 


neck. She called out “Save life,’ and when 
her danghter came into the room and shouted 
also the robbera knocked her down and bound 
and gagged her. Both mother and daughter 
were rendered unconscious and remained so for 
some time. The robbers carried away sbout 
$100 worth of jewellery. 

The danghter Lo cf Mui, a girl of 16, also 
gave evidence regarding the assault, but was 
unable to identify the prisoners as robbers.

Ordinance which may be passed before suc. 

approval by the Legislative Council, for the 
repeal, alteration or amendment of any earlier 
Ordinance after such Ordinance has been already 
printed in the new edition.’ Of course, in some 
instances, the number of an Ordinance has had 
to be altered; but the excellent tables of refer- 
ence contained in the third volume show at a 
glance what has become of each Ordinance 
in the edition of the © Ordinances 
hitherto in use, and where and under what 
number it is to be found in the New 
Edition. So far as I can judge in the short 
time I have had, I may say that the Index 
appears to be an aimnircble one. I can 
recollect the former edition in four volumes 
being brought out in 1890 and 1841. and the 
concise edition in two volumes in 1891 and 
1892, both compiled by Mr. A. J. Leach. now 
Mr. Justice Leach, the larger edition being 
brought out under the general supervision of 
the Law Revision Commission of that day. 
One contained all the Ordinances to the end 
of 1887, while the other contained only the 
Ordinances then in force, to the end of 1890. 
They were most useful works, but the Index. if 
such it can be called, was most meagre. 
Since 1890, legislation has been most active, and 
the result has been the passing, not only of 
many new Ordinances, but of a great number of 
Ordinances repealing or amending or re-amend- 
ing the Ordinances contained in those former 
editions. It was, therefore, most necessary that 
an up-to-date edition of local statutes and one 
of a really authoritative character should be 
brought out. The reason Why this edition stops 
at the end of 1901 is explained by Sir John Car- 
rington in-his preface. Through his being ill 
and having to go home, most of the proofs had 
to pass between Hongkong aud London, causing 
great delay. I see that the number of Ordin- 
ances now in force contained in the new edition 
is only about 213. This is owing to the latter 
amendments being incorporated in the Ordinan- 
ces to which they refer. Anyone possessing the 
Ordinances for 1902 and 1903, and the few 
passed this year, together with this new edition. 
has all the Ordinances now in force in Hong- 
kong. At first it may be that the alterations 
in the numbering may cause some perplexity. 
For instance, the Bankruptcy Ordinance is now 
No. 7 of 1891. I refer to that as I am taking 
Bankruptcy matters to-day. But if you turn 
to its heading in the new edition you will 
find that it incorporates what was, formerly, 
Ordinance No. 20 of 1891, together with the 
Ordinances formerly known as No. 6 of 1892, 24 
of 1895, 2 of 1901, and 29 of 1901, section 7, go 
that one has now to refer to only one Ordinance 
instead of to five in order to ascertain the law 
of Bankruptcy, while if one refers to any of the 
old numbers in the chronological table contained 
in the third volume he sees at a glance where 
it isto be found in the new edition. I may 
further mention that to prevent difficulty in the 
cases where forms or other documents 
contain only references to the old 
numbers, Sedtion 12 of the Statute Laws 
(Revised Edition) Ordinance, 1900, expressly 
as- follows:—‘ Where in any 
enactment: or in any document of what- 
soever kind, reference. is made to an enact- 
ment repealed or otherwise affected by or under 
the operation of this Ordinance, such reference 
shall, where necessary, be deemed to extend and 
apply. to the Soreespondi ae enactment in the 
new edition.’ It will also be observed that short 
titles are affixed to the Ordinances in the new

The CHAIRMAN said—Gentlemen.--The re- 
port and accounts have been in your possession , 
for some time so I trust that I may take them as 
read. The directors have placed before you 
what I hope you will consider satisfactory 
accounts of another year’s working, as the 
balance at credit of profit and‘loss amounts to 
$93,967.77, or nearly $12,000 more than last 

ear. We are, therefore, able to propose a 
dividend of 10 per cent. an advance of one -per 
cent. over last year, to write off for depreciation | 
$44,222.11, and carry forward $1,747.66. With 
regard to the amount thus written off for 
depreciation I have only to confirm the remarks 
that have been made on the subject at our 
previous meetings. The liberal provision we have 
been able to make has not proved excessive, but 
has proved requisite to keep our accounts in the 
satisfactory position in which I think they are 
shown to be. In consequence of unforeseen 
accidents {o our underground cable ‘early last 
summer, which caused some regrettable incon- 
venience to many of our clients, we have found 
it necessary to lay a new- aud duplicate cable 
along the Kennedy, Macdonald and Robinson 
Roads, and we trust thereby to have rendered 
ourselves free from any fresh interruptions to 
our service. A large proportion of its cost has 
been debited to plant in the accounts now before 
you, as has also the cost of two new boilers 
which have been added to the works. They are 
provided with smoke consuming apparatus, and 
the same is being fitted to the other boilers, so 
we trust to be no longer offenders in the way of 
smoke nuisance (Applause). A new machine has 
just arrived from hous: and is needed to enable 
us to keep pace with the growing requirements 
of our service, which has met with further 
extensions during the year, and we are now 
supplying the equivalent of 27,500 lamps of 
eight-candle power, and twelve electric lifts. 
Arc lamps are 85, the samo aa last year. 
Our Manager, Mt. Wickham, has resumed 
his duties; a good portion of his holiday 
was spent in the service of the company 
and we trust to benefit by the results of his 
inquiries into the latest processes of electric 
lighting and application of power. We have 
in progress some expenditure on capital and 
plant accounts and have further improvements 
under consideration. ‘If their adoption is decided 
upon we may have to call on eholders for 
the remainder of the unpaid capital of the 
company during the course of the year, but 
these matters are not yet sufficiently advanced 
for me to say anything positive on the subject.
